FALACIOUS ARGUMENT 


Some handbills are being distributed by 
our old friend O. J. Gibbons, purporting 
to be an argument against the voting of 
the harbor bonds November 4, but like 
all the other argument put forth so far it 
is as full of holes as a Swiss cheese. 


We like Gibbons very much as a man 
and citizen, but when it comes to polities 


or economics he has as many wheels as 
a Waterbury watch. We have told him 
so a hundred times, but he won’t  be- 
lieve it. 

Gib. is a Socialist and a Greenbacker. 
His argument this time is two-fold. One 
is that men like John Nicholl will profit 
greatly by the progress of the municipal 
harbor, and therefore, presumably, we 
should all turn it down because those 
who own waterfront property will be 
benefitted. That is very narrow-minded. 
Of course they will benefit. Nobody de- 
nies that. But so will all the rest of us 
benefit, and the city in general. Shall 
we, then, cut off our own nose to spite 
our face? Because somebody else will 
benefit, also, should we kill off our own 
benefit, which in the aggregate will be 
a hundred times greater than that of meu 
like Nicholl? That sounds like the argu- 
ment of a child and yet we hear it every 
day, put forth by men who ought to know 
better. Possibly some of them have pri- 
vate reasons for not knowing better. 

The other argument is, from Gib’s point 
of view, that the Federal Government 
should stand all such expense, and issue 
fiat money to pay it. Without going into 
the endless chain of greenback argument, 
which is a mile long, the fact remains 
that the Government is already going 
fifty fifty with Richmond on the build- 
ing of this harbor, whichis pretty good, 
and should be encouraged according to his 
own arguement. And it is to secure this 
governmental aid that these bonds are to 
be voted. Unless we furnish our one-half 
we lose the Government appropriation of 
$328,000 and we cannot afford to lose it 
and lose much of our harbor at the same 
time by reason of leaying it unprotected 
and unfinished up to the first unit. 

There is no good argument. against 
this project—none whatever. The Gib- 
bons cireular, with its Greenbaekism 
handicap, will fall of its own weight just 
as fast as it is read by thinking men and 
women, nothing to it at all, 
except vagary and hallucination.

BOTH SIDES OF THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS CONTROVERSY SEEM 


ies TO BE DETERMINED. 
OPPOSITION IS NOT UNITED 


Proponents of Treaty As It Stands 
Count on That Fact—Milder Objec- 
tors May Not Accept Drastic Re- 
Port of Lodge Faction. 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

‘Washington—Amendments, reserva- 
tions, interpretations — these three 
methods have been suggested by sen- 
ate opponents of the League of Na- 
tion’s covenant as furnishing proper 
means of changing It to their liking. 
Is any one of the methods to prevail? 

Naturally enongh the proponents of 
the league in the senate, and those 
outside the senate who are of the ad- 
ministration’s view, hold firmly today 
to the belief they have held from the 
first, that no changes will be made in 
the covenant and that thé United 
States will sanction it just as it was 
brought from Paris. 

On the other hand, the opponents of 
the league dectare positively that they 
have fifty-one votes in favor of certain 
changes. With the confiict of opinion 
as it ts, it ts of course next door to 
impossible definitely to predict the 
outcome in the senate, but it is pos 
sible to set forth certain existing facts 
fm the case which men here have to 
face, whether they Mke them or not. 

The committee on foreign relations 
of the senate, which now !s discussing 
the covenant with a view to.making a 
report thereon, holds a majority which 
fs opposed to the League of Nations 
as the president presented it. It is a 
fact also that the majority in opposi- 
tion in this committee 4s composed uf 
men particularly in favor of drastic 
amendments, a condition which does 
not exist so far as the main body of 
the opponents of the league in the sen- 
ate itself is concerned. 

Count on Divided Opposition. 


In other words, the proportion of 
opponents to any kind of a league in 
the foreign relations committee 1s 
greater than the proportion of like op- 
ponents in the senate itself. There 
are many senators In opposition who 
are only partly in opposition, a condi- 
tion which does not hold to the same 
extent among the opposing members in 
the foreign. relations committee. 

The proponents of the treaty in the 
Benate are depending for the final 
sanctioning of the document just as it 
stands on the undoubted fact that the 
opposition is divided as to what kind 
of changes should be made in the doc 
ument. The proponents of the league 
feel that where opposition is divide) 
as to ways and means It may tire It- 
self out in the efforts of each faction 
to have its way and that eventually 
acquiescence In the whole covenant 
will come. 

On the other hand the opponents 
of the treaty, whether they are of the 
strong school or the mild school, are 


firm In their statements that eventu-; 


ally they will get together and propose 
certain changes which all of the mem- 
bers of the opposition can agyee to, and 
that with harmony the amendments, 
reservations or interpretations, what- 
ever they are, will be adopted by a 
small but certain majority.
